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MILLS ARE BUSY. 


Many Complaints of Slow Delivery—Uncertainty of Coal 
Supply Having Its Effect—Jobbers Are Having a 
Seasonable Business—Prices Very Firm. 


The report in regard to business in the New York 
market for the past week is that it has been good. Still, 
notwithstanding the satisfactory character of the demand, 
there is a gread deal of complaint. This, of course, is 
due to the slowness and the uncertainty of delivery from 
the mills. Because of these two great drawbacks the 
trade is kept in a disturbed condition. As is well known 
the manufacturing branch of the industry is handicapped 
by the shortage in the coal supply. This week there are 
more rumors and reports of actual shutdowns for want 
of coal. A few of these reports are no doubt true. The 
officials of the large paper manufacturing companies, 
however, deny that their production is seriously curtailed 
because of the coal famine. Privately though they admit 
that they are having some trouble, and that the outlook 
is bad. The manufacturers are discreetly silent in regard 
to their coal supply, as in many cases the same coal com- 
panies are trying to keep a number of mills agoing, and 
are not succeeding to the satisfaction uf anybody. . Then 
again they are afraid that the truth in regard to the coal 
famine would alarm their customers. Because of the 
bad fix the paper makers are in they are not making 
much money on the business now being turned out. 
Their cost sheet for the past two or three months has 
forced many of them to insist on getting more money 
for their products. A number of them, particularly the 
book paper manufacturers, have written their trade that 
they must receive one-eighth to one-quarter of a cent 
advance on all new business. Writings are firm, but un- 
changed in price. News paper is strong. The recent 
change of basis by the International is considered in the 
trade as the equivalent to an advance. Manilas are in 
good demand. Boards are also selling well. A number 
of binders’ board manufacturers have agreed on $34 per 
ton as about the right price for their boards. This is an 
advance of a few dollars.

Reports from local paper dealers still continue very fa- 
vorable, so far as demand is concerned, but complaints 
are frequently heard, owing to the delay on the part of 
the mills in filling jobbers’ orders. It has been claimed 
of late that mills were availing themselves of the tempe- 
rary “let up” of the early days of January to catch up on 
belated orders, but they do not seem to have made as 
much headway in that direction as jobbers desire. In 
consequence city dealers are telephoning excuses to their 
patrons and telegraphing complaints to the manufactur- 
ers. Paper makers in reply call attention to the inability 
of the railroads to furnish cars enough to move their pa- 
per as quickly as it ought to be shipped. Under the 


present condition of general trade and traffic that ex- 


cuse seems plausible, and it has to answer. The scarcity 
of steam coal has not as yet forced any of the New Eng- 
land mills to close down, so far as can be judged from 
the correspondence between manufacturers and city job- 
bers, but that the manufacturers are paying pretty high 


prices for the coal they do get is generally admitted.

Prices Higher in Philadelphia.

PHILADELPHIA, January 20, 1903—In response to the 
rise in the cost of manufacture, the selling price of almost 
all grades of paper has been advanced, or, at very least, 
has stiffened during the week. There has been a general 
advance of from one-eighth cent per pound to 15 cents per 
hundred on book paper, and orders under 40 pounds are 
exceedingly difficult to have filled. The action of the 
International Paper Company in changing from a 30 to 
a 32 pound basis has strengthened the news paper mar- 
ket, and news is firmly held and at higher prices. Wrap- 
ping paper, too, has felt the influence of increased cost of 
production, and is about 9ne-eighth cent higher. Nearly 
all manufacturers decline to make quotations or to accept 
orders without stamping on their correspondence some 
such notice as this, adopted by the Jessup & Moore Pa- 
per Company: 

“Prices subject to change without notice, and orders 
accepted subject to strike or contingencies beyond our 
control.” 

Demand all along the line nevertheless is brisk. Job- 
bers are well satisfied with conditions generally, and con- 
sumers seem to be satisfied, too. E. R. G.

Philadelphia Blames the Railroads. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

PHILADELPHIA, January 20, 1903.—Between the bitumi- 
nous coal shippers, who declare that the famine in their 
product is caused by the refusal or inability of the rail- 
roads to give them cars, and the railroad officials, who 
declare that the coal shippers are neglecting contracts in 
order to place their product on the open market at a 
much higher figure, and the open market dealer, who 
is charging any price he can get for coal, manufacturers 
are in what can be described without exaggeration as 
desperate straits. 

Here is an actual case, typical and illustrative of the 
condition of trade generally and of the experiences of 
nearly all the local paper manufacturers. 

C. S. Garrett & Son consume at least 50 tons of bi- 
tuminous coal per day at their several mills. They have 
contracts for its supply with the Berwind-White Coal Min- 
ing Company, the largest operator in this district, and 
with the Shoemaker Coal Mining Company, at from $1.15 
to $1.25 per ton at the mines, freight ranging from $1.45 
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result, and was asked to repeat the test with fifty or 
any number of additional cars. He refused. 

The Pennsylvania Railroad refuses to give out figures 
on the amount of coal brought to this city. The lack of 
cars is explained by the statement that production in the 
general manufacturing world is so great that cars either 
cannot be secured or cannot be brought through the freight 
congestion claimed to exist about Pittsburg and Altoona. 

Meanwhile mills are operating with no certainty of the 
morrow. Their outlook is obscured by the red tape and 
officialdom of the transportation company offices. Ship- 
ments arrive with most vexatious uncertainty and when 
coal has to be secured in the open market it brings any- 
where from $5 to $8, the cheaper price being exceedingly 
rare. President Sharpe, of the Jessup & Moore Paper 
Company, whose coal supplies, while uncertain, have not 
seriously interfered with the output of the mills, said today 
that he was informed of the purchase by a mill man of 
fifty cars at a price ranging from $8 to $9 delivered. The 
Manayunk mills generally are still running on full time, 
but expedients have had to be resorted to to keep up sup- 
plies and the future is uncertain. R. T. Moorehouse 
sums up the situation in the statement: 

“I have enough coal to keep running tonight, but I do 
not know what will happen tomorrow.” 

The anthracite situation, in which the mill owners are 
only incidentally interested, shows no improvement. Buck- 
wheat and pea are being used as makeshifts and the price

per ton over the Baltimore and Ohio system to $1.60 
per ton over the Pennsylvania lines. Receiving supplies 
that were far from adequate—on one occasion no coal 
was received for three days—and which placed the mills 
in danger of being closed down, they determined to make 
close inquiries. William Garrett, head of the company, 
and other of its officials, personally took up the matter. 
Representatives of the Berwind-White Company declared 
that their normal output at this season was between 1,000 
and 1,200 cars daily, but declared that the railroad com- 
pany was sending them only 500 or 600 cars, although 
they made every effort to secure the number needed. The 
Shoemaker Company declared that it had a standing 
order for forty cars a day, and received only ten or 
twelve, or at most twenty cars. Both companies de- 
clared in the most emphatic terms that they were not 
shipping their product to the open market at the expense 
of their customers with whom they had contracts. 

With this information Mr. Garrett called on General 
Transportation Superintendent Trump, of the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad. He asserted that the difficulty in secur- 
ing coal was not that the operators could not get cars 
enough but that they diverted the cars they secured from 
their customers, with whom they had contracts, to the 
open market, where $5 per ton at the mines was reported 
to be the ruling figure. 

Expressing his dissatisfaction with this explanation Mr. 
Garrett, through a representative of the firm, asserts that 
he challenged the agent to a test to demonstrate the truth 
of his statement. 

“Send five marked cars to this company,” he said, “and 
I will see if they come through to me in time.” 

The challenge was accepted, and the five cars, the num- 
bers of which had been taken, were sent. The coal came 
in a few days. The superintendent was informed of the

Consumers whose plants are accessible by boat are 
turning their looks to Wales for supplies. President 
Sharpe was informed by shipping men that there are in 
course of shipment to this country 500,000 tons of Welsh 
coal.

The 
statement has been made by a good authority that the best 
Cardiff coal can be delivered at the furnace of mills within 
short hauling distance at $5.60 a ton.

Miami Supply Unsatisfactory.

Dayton, Ohio, January 19, 1903.—No subject has been 
more widely discussed during the past week in the valley 
than that of the coal shortage and the alleged high handed 
manner of the dealers. 

The large paper concerns are in fair circumstances, the 
managers say. Hamilton, Middletown and Franklin de- 
pend somewhat upon Dayton, but mostly upon Cincinnati 
West Carrollton generally manages to have a large supply 
on hand. All the leading manufacturers have been inter- 
viewed and it develops that there has just been a sufficiency 
to keep the factories running with scarcely a ton in excess. 
It is a sort of a day to day procedure. When a firm like 
the National Cash Register Company, which consumes 75 
tons per day during the busy season, scrambles for coal, 
considering its close connections with a Southern Ohio 
mine operator, there is some cause for alarm. Agents of 
this firm were in Cincinnati the past week gathering up all 
the coal to be obtained.

WISCONSIN LABOR QUESTION. 


No Settlement Yet of the Matter—Conferences Between the 
Kimberly & Clark Company and Its Employees— 
An Interview with W. M. Gilbert, 








[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

AppLeton, Wis., January 19, 1903.—Last week was not 
fruitful of results in the negotiations for return to the 
long hours in the mills of the Kimberly & Clark Com- 
pany. The proposition to return to the long hours is 
one that the men seem very loath to accept. Meetings 
have been held by the company and its men, at which 
compromise propositions have been submitted by the 
men, but they have not been satisfactory to the com- 
pany, and the matter is still unsettled. Just what the 
nature of the compromise propositions was has not been 
given out by either side, but it is understood that three 
propositions were submitted, one of them contemplating 
sixty hours a week as at present, but with reduction in pay; 
another contemplating working till midnight, Saturday 
night, with increase of pay, and the third contemplating a 
general increase of pay to begin several months in the 
future. 

In regard to matters generally, the following interview 
was given out last week by W. M. Gilbert, president of 
the Gilbert Paper Company, of Menasha, manufacturer 
of flat papers, and expresses very clearly the attitude of 
the manufacturers generally toward the movement: 

“So far as the Gilbert Paper Company is concerned, it 
is not in this contention. I believe the men who are 
employed in the mills will do right, and that means that 
they will do as they agreed to do a year ago. I say this 
from a positively unbiased standpoint, and from experi- 
ence with the men employed in the Gilbert mills. I have 
no question that the men in our mills would, if they

were confronted with a condition like that put before the 
employees of the Kimberly & Clark Company, return to 
the old schedule without a dissenting vote, because they 
are men of honor. The other men are as good. I would 
be greatly disappointed if they failed to keep their agree- 
ment. Were we meeting the same close competition the 
Kimberly & Clark mills are meeting, we would be forced 
to do as they have done—ask our men to carry out the 
agreement made with us. The agreement was made by 
the men voluntarily, just as the agreement of the manu- 
facturers was. While we are not in the same situation as 
the fibre and other lower grade mills are in consequence 
of the shorter hours, our recapitulatory statement shows 
that our fixed expenses, as compared to product, have 
increased 25 per cent. since the shorter hours have been 
in force. If our competition was like that in the other 
lines contemplated, we would not be able to make a dol- 
lar. I have not changed my mind relative to the right- 
eousness and desirability of shorter time for the opera- 
tives. They ought to have it. I am sure the Kimberly & 
Clark Company feels as I de. But the fact that is upper- 
most in this matter seems to be that a large majority of 
the men who work in the paper mills have determined 
that they do not want short hours. Eighty per cent. of 
the product of the mills competing with the short hours 
mills comes from the mills working long hours. That 
The majority has elected to 
stay by the long schedule, and the efforts to bring the 
mills under command of the union have failed. Not a mill 
has been added to the union list in this region since the 
extension of time was granted by the mills which volun- 
tarily adopted the short hours schedule. I believe that 
the cool judgment of the employees will suggest to them 
that the only course is to take the agreement up at its 
face value, and voluntarily return to the old schedule. 
They would be miles ahead of where they will be if they 
go back on their agreement. If I felt the necessity to

France’s Imports of Pulp. 


The imports of mechanical wood pulp into France dur- 
ing October were 94,122 metrical quintals (10 of which 
equal about 1 ton), as compared with 69,653 metrical quin- 
tals during the same month of 1901, and 59,739 metrical 
quintals in October, 1900. The exports only amounted to 
225 metrical quintals. The French imports of chemical 
pulps during the month in questigp totaled up to 67,650 
metrical quintals, against 90,031 metrical quintals in the 
corresponding month of 1901, and 54,649 metrical quintals 
in October, 1900.

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GUNNY BAGGING NOT RAGS. 


The Protest of the Train, Smith Company Overruled by the 
United States Board of General Appraisers— 
The Board’s Decision. 





The protests of the Train, Smith Company, of Boston 
and New York, on certain importations of gunny bag- 
ging were overruled by the Board of General Appraisers 
at New -York on Friday of last week. The question 
raised in these cases involved the consideration of Para- 
graph 648 of the tariff act of 1897, which provides for 
free entry of “rags not otherwise specially provided for 
in this act.” 

The goods contained in the importations in question 
are known as “bagging,” “gunny bagging for paper mak- 
ing,” “old waste bagging’ and “old gunny bagging.” 
They were classified by the collector at New York as 
dutiable at the rate of 10 per cent. ad valorem, under 
Paragraph 463, as “waste not specially provided for.” 
The claim of the importers was that the merchandise 
should have free entry, under Paragraph 648, which 
provides for “rags not otherwise specially provided for.” 
In other words, Albert Comstock, counsel for the Train, 
Smith Company, contended that the small pieces of gun- 
ny imported for paper making purposes were nothing 
more nor less than rags, and that they should enjoy the 
free entry which the tariff act provides for rags. 

The concluding paragraphs of the opinion in the case, 
written by General Appraiser H. M. Somerville, are: 

“We do not feel justified in finding as a matter of fact 
that any one of these importations consists of rags, within 
the meaning of that term as used in Paragraph 648. In 
any event, if a portion of the goods be conceded to be 
rags, there is unquestionably a large and substantial por- 
tion of the importations in question which does not fall 
within this category, some of the pieces being of suffi- 
cient dimensions to be used for patching cotton bales, 
and for other purposes than those for which mere rags 
are adapted. In this aspect of the case, conceding that 
some portions of the importations are free of duty as 
rags, other portions would nevertheless be dutiable as 
waste not specially provided for, under said Paragraph 
463, under the principle settled in the Train case (the 
old gunny bagging case). 


“It has been many times decided that where goods are 
indiscriminately mixed, some being free of duty and others 
dutiable, the collector would be justified in assessing the 
whole importation at the rate applicable to the dutiable 
merchandise, and that the onus is always on the importer 
to show by satisfactory testimony what particular pro- 
portion of the mixed goods falls within each category, 
and particularly what proportion or percentage is free 
of duty. The importers in these cases have failed to sat- 
isfactorily discharge the burden of proof cast on them. 

“It may be assumed that Congress in enumerating in 
said Paragraph 648 ‘rags,’ and also ‘waste bagging, in- 
cluding old gunny cloth and old gunny bags,’ intended 
to differentiate the terms as covering merchandise of 
different character. Each of these descriptive terms must, 
under a wef settled rule of statutory construction, be 
allowed somé field of operation. 

“We overrule the protests on all grounds, and affirm 
the decision of the collector.” 


B. F. Bond Makes a Change. 


Hacerstown, Md., January 19, 1903.—B. F. Bond, for 
the past fourteen years general-manager of the-Antietam 
Paper Company, this city, has severed his connection with 
that firm and in a few days will go to Baltimore and en- 
gage in the same business with a stock company. Mr. 
Bond will be the manager. 

Mr, Bond has been engaged in the paper business for 
the past twenty years or more and is thoroughly familiar 
with its every detail. He has a very large and wide ac- 
quaintance with the trade. Previous to his coming to this 
city he was with John A. Dushane & Co., Baltimore, which 
position he held for eight years. 

Mr. Bond took an active part in the affairs of the com- 
munity. He is one of the executive committee of the Mer- 
chants’ and Manufacturers’ Association, and a member of 
the board of managers of the Orphans’ Home. He was an 
active worker in the First Baptist Church, being superin- 
tendent of the Sunday school and treasurer of the church. 
He was also prominently identified in Y. M. C. A. work, 
and for several years was president of the association in 
this city. He was also prominent in musical work and was 
instrumental in bringing several renowned vocalists and 
organists to this city. He has organized a company in Bal- 
timore to do a paper manufacturing ‘and jobbing business. 
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Henry V. Cadwell Killed. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT] 

Watertown, N. Y., January 20, 1903—Henry V. Cad- 
well, superintendent of the Champion Paper Company’s 
mill at Carthage, was almost instantly killed by being 
caught in a belt soon after 7 o’clock Monday morning. 
Mr. Cadwell, who was in the engine room at the mill, 
attempted to step over the belt that connected the engine 
with the main shaft. He tripped or slipped, and fell on 
the 2 foot belt, and was carried around the 4 foot driving 
pulley thtee or four times before the engine could be 
stopped. His body was terribly crushed and mangled 
before it could be extricated from the machinery, which 
was stopped as soon as possible. 

Mr. Cadwell, who was about twenty-seven years of age, 
was born in the city, and was a son of one of its former 
leading business men. With his brother, H. J. Cadwell, 
he became interested in the organization of the Cham- 
pion Paper Company. They moved to Carthage, his 
brother being the treasurer and the superintendent of the 
company’s affairs. A new mill was built, which was 
started under favorable conditions the first of the present 
month. - 

Mr. Cadwell was an active young man, and a large 
circle of friends and acquaintances in Northern New 
York mourn his tragic death. He is survived by his 
brother, treasurer of the Champion Company; his mother 
and a sister, who are residents of this city, and another 
sister, who resides in Buffalo. B. 


Available Water in Wisconsin Increased.

App.eton, Wis., January 19, 1903.—The amount of water 
permited to be drawn for power on the Fox River was in- 
creased the middle of last week to 60 per cent. of the nor+ 
mal flow. This is a very liberal allowance for this time of 
the year and seems to be justified by the height of water 
in the lake. It is always the policy of the Neenah and 
Menasha Water Power Company to draw the level of the 
lake down as far as safety will permit before the spring 
freshets, in order that the new supply¥*toming down in the 
spring may fill the lake and not run to waste over the dams, 
thereby causing troublesome back water behind the wheels.

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CANADA MAKERS MEET. 


Two Meetings at Montreal—Want Higher Prices—Advocate 
an Export Duty on Pulp Wood—No 
Definite Action. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.) 


Monrreat, Canada, January 19, 1903.—A meeting of the 
Canadian Paper Manufacturers’ Association was held here 
last Wednesday to consider their situation. Among the 
companies represented were the E. B. Eddy Company, 
Hull; Toronto Paper Company, J. R. Barber, J. C. Wilson 
& Co., the Dominion Paper Company, the Rolland Paper 
Company, and the Riordon Paper Company. 

High cost of raw materials and increased rates of labor, 
the paper men say, render it imperative for the trade to 
take steps to secure better prices. They admit that the 
pulp business is in bad shape, owing to lack of demand in 
the English market, a condition which enables them to buy 
pulp cheaper than ever, but the prices of chemicals, coal 
and labor have advanced so that to manufacture paper at 
current prices is disastrous to the trade. 

After the meeting one of the manufacturers said: “There 
was no decision to advance prices, but unless higher prices 
can be obtained the mills will be forced to close down.” 

Secretary Hardy said the meeting discussed the vexed 
questions concerned, but the manufacturers could not at 
the present stage announce their intentions. 

Concurrently with the meeting of the paper manufactur- 
ers’ organization, a meeting of the wood board, the box 
board and the straw board interests was held, among 
those concerned in these products, who were represented at 
the conferences, being the E. B. Eddy Company, the Trent 
Paper Company, J. Ford & Co., the Millar Brothers Com- 
pany and the Laurentide Pulp Company. 

It has developed that there is a good deal of diversity 
of opinion among the paper producers as to the means 
that should be adopted to place the industry on a more 
satisfactory footing, some advising an increase in the 
price of the manufactured paper, others suggesting ad- 
point, however, there

ditional protection. Upon one 
seemed to be general unanimity, 
Dominion Government should be approached with a view 
to federal action aiming at the imposition of an export 
duty on lumber.

ject of allowing the untreated lumber to be exported. 

If such a course is practicable and the Government can 
be induced to adopt it, the million dollars’ worth of lum- 
ber that now goes to the United States could be made to 
yield to Canada fourteen millions in the form of pulp, 
and forty millions as manufactured paper. 

The high cost of material and of coal and the increased 
price of labor have affected the wood board and straw 
board makers, as well as the paper men. These condi- 
tions are not peculiar to Canada, but prevail all over the 
civilized world. Owing to a slackening of the demand 
in England, it is impossible to command the same prices 
as formerly, and the situation is made worse by the ex- 
port of lumber into the United States, where it is manu- 
factured into pulp and paper to compete with the product 
of Canadian manufacture. 

The present meetings are the continuation of confer- 
ences which were held in Toronto in December last. It 
is stated that the wood board and straw board men have 
felt the pinch so badly that the Western mills would be 
obliged to close down if the manufacturers had not come 
forward to their support. 

The result of today’s deliberations was, it is understood, 
a decision to advance prices all round. 


Wausau Mills Changing Equipment. 
(FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

App.Leton, Wis., January 19, 1903—Manager W. L. Ed- 
monds, of the Wausau Paper Mills Company, was in Ap- 
pleton a day or two ago and told your correspondent in 
detail the plans that his company is making for the en- 
largement of its plant this year, as briefly noted last week 
in this correspondence. The company will rebuild its pres- 
ent tissue machine and will put in an entirely new paper 
machine for making its regular fibre paper grades, and will 
put in another digester in its sulphite department. Orders 
for the necessary machinery have already been placed. 
The Beloit Iron Works will attend to the paper machines. 
The tissue machine is to be changed to a Fourdrinier, 
and is to be ready March 10. The new paper machine will 
be 110 inches wide and is to be delivered May 1. These 
machines will increase the daily capacity of the mills to 55 
tons. The new digester will be a large one and will be of 
a capacity equaling the two present digesters, which 
are making about 18 tons a day.

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The Coal Supply. 


The coal pile, or rather the place where it used to be, 
continues to be an ever present anxiety with the paper 
manufacturer. We this week devote much space to re- 
ports from various sections as to the conditions ruling in 
the coal market. They are not encouraging. They show 
that the whole industry is on a day to day basis, so far 
as coal is concerned, and that the fact that a mill has coal 
today and a contract for its future supply is no guaran- 
tee that the plant will not be down next week because of 
lack of fuel. One Philadelphia manufacturer has clearly 
demonstrated that in some cases at least the railroad 
companies are to blame, but whether this is generally 
true matters not. The fact is paper makers are not get- 
ting their regular supplies. The coal that is being sent 
them is insufficient in quantity, inferior in quality and 
outrageously high in price, 

Of course these conditions if continued can only pro- 
duce one result—higher prices in paper mill product. 
That is very obvious. No manufacturer can continue to 
have his coal bill increased in the ratio recently ruling 
without getting more money for his product, or finding 
In the West there 


has been some relief by an increase in the amount of 


his results losses instead of profits.

on Monday last by the Joint Committee of Congress. The 
list of successful bidders and the prices will, no doubt, be 
studied with great interest by the trade in all sections, It 
will be noticed that the lowest bid, especially in book pa- 
pers, was not always the successful one. 

The way in which prices on book papers were influenced 
this year is illustrated by a rather peculiar incident. A 
large book and writing paper maker sent to Washing- 
ton two men representing these departments of his busi- 
ness. They mingled with the bidders, and it was gener- 
ally supposed, although they did not specifically say so, 
that they would put in bids for their house.- They in fact 
did not, but their mere presence in Washington last 


week caused at least one maker to reduce his own 


and his dealers’ prices by one-tenth of a cent. Of course 
Uncle Sam benefited to this extent, but the query arises 
as to what prices of paper are based on—whether on 
actual cost of production or on the movements of compet- 
ing salesmen. Some of the bidders on book paper are 
complaining oj the visitation of the salesmen in question, 
and saying that while everything may be fair in love and 
war and bidding for Government contracts, competition 
goes beyond its proper limits when a competitor lacerates 
a fellow competitor's feelings in this way. The loss of the 
tenth of a cent is not regarded so seriously as is the 
brutal assault on a competitor's confidence in his own 
ability to size up correctly what he sees. We trust that 
this incident will not be repeated in future biddings. 


Has Mr. Clergue Resigned?

active endeavors, have been unable to ask that gentleman 
what the true answer to the question is. 

Ip view of recent events in the market, especially the 
Philadelphia financial market, it would not be surprising 
if the rumor was well founded. Some of the “Soo’ stocks 
recently slumped very badly in Philadelphia, and though 
they rallied afterward, there were many losses by those in- 
terested in them that have not yet been made good. The 
slump was followed by a change of officers of at least one 
“Soo” company. 


Mr _Clergue, who has been called the Cecil Rhodes of 


Canada, has been for a long time a prominent figure in 
the development of the resources of the Canadian ‘Soo,” 
and there is today after the expenditure of vast sums oi 
money large properties that undoubtedly are of great 


value. It is understood, however, that dividends have not 


been much in evidence, and this condition of affairs in 
any undertaking is usually liable to create discontent and 
friction. 

Of course these changes and rumors of other changes 
cannot fail to attract increased interest to “Soo” matters, 
the more especially as many columns of space in news- 
papers and magazines have been devoted to the exploita- 
tion of the undertakings there, so that a large amount of 
attention has been naturally directed to them. 

Whether Mr. Clergue has resigned and whether his 
resignation, if it has been handed in and accepted, means 
good or evil for the investments made are questions that 
can only be settled in the future. 


There was evidence of increased activity in the export 
line this week, the shipments of paper from the port of 
New York aggregating $86,018, a larger total than has 
been witnessed for some weeks. London, Liverpool and 
Manchester all participated in the buying, the bill of the 
first named being $15,315, of the second $3,672, and of the 
third $4,272. Australia took $11,351 worth of our paper, 
and New Zealand $10,272, while the British West Indies 
made purchases to the extent of $3,543, and British Africa to 
the extent of $2,021, so that British interests were exceed- 
ingly good customers. Of the countries south of us 
Argentine’s bill was $2,471, Brazil’s $1,547, Chili’s $5,098, 
United States of Colombia $5,411, Uruguay’s $1,047, and 
Cuba’s $3,067. The shipments to Japan were valued at 
$6,351, and to the Philippine Islands $2,944. This shows 
a wide distribution of the product of United States paper 
mills, and we trust that the movement indicated by the 
figures this week will be kept up to its present propor- 
tions. 

Seep cee 

Buffalo paper houses have summoned up courage to no- 
tify job printers that hereafter there will be a charge for 
cutting paper, and an extra charge for broken reams. 
Buffalo is to be congratulated, but if she follows the ex- 
ample of other cities the congratulations will not reach 
her before her courage has oozed out and the notice has 
been violated. The trade in different sections has at vari- 
ous times recognized the righteousness of charging an in- 
creased price for broken reams and of putting a tariff on 
the cutting of paper, but somehow or other have never 
been able to live up to their good resolutions for any 
length of time. 


This week’s chapter of accidents is long. It includes the 
explosion of a sulphite digester and the killing of one 
man, the fall of a water tank and the killing of three 
men, and the death of a manufacturer in the machinery of 
his own mill, These disasters, coming together, draw at- 
tention to the dangers of all kinds of mill equipment, and 
demonstrate the fact that too much care cannot be taken 
to make all machines and appliances safe beyond question. 
There will always be accidents, but each one should teach 
us some lesson, the learning of which should be evidenced 
by succeeding construction. 


The wrecking of the sulphite department of the Dexter 
Sulphite Pulp and Paper Company, Dexter, N. Y., by the 
explosion of one of its digesters, cannot fail to have its 
effect on the sulphite market. Makers of sulphite gen- 
erally have been holding rather tenaciously to their ideas 
of values, and the withdrawal from the market of 35 tons 
daily will tend to confirm them in their view. Our re- 
ports indicate that, while the mill will be rebuilt immedi- 
ately, it will be some time before its full product will be 
again available.

Mark Milliken. Mr. Beckett was forty-four years of age. 





Wiuram P. CALLAHAN. 

Dayton, Ohio, January 19, 1903.—William P. Callahan, 
after lying at the point of death for a number of days, died 
yesterday. His death followed a fall on the icy streets. 
He was one of the leading bankers and manufacturers of 
the State, and his demise is greatly regretted in com- 
mercial circles throughout the Middle West. Mr. Calla- 
han was a specimen of the self made man. He came to 
this country from Ireland a poor lad, and worked his way 
to the highest pinnacle, becoming the owner of two large 
paper mills, the president of a bank, the head of several 
large manufacturing plants and an immense holder of real 
estate. He grew to be a millionaire many times over, 
though he came here without a cent. When a young man 
he worked side by side with Dennis Dwyer in a cabinet 
shop, the owner of which still lives. Mr. Dwyer became 
the Hon. Dennis Dwyer, holding the office of Common 
Pleas judge for twenty-four years, while Mr. Callahan be- 
came a prince of industry. Both left the city together, 
leaving girls behind them whom they afterward married. 
Mr. Callahan entered the pattern making shops of Thomp- 
son, McGregor & Co. as a workman, and finally became 
the head of the concern, and merged it into the W. P. Cal- 
lahan Company. He then reached out in the industrial 
world and bought a paper mill at Miamisburg and the old 
Levis mill on Monument avenue in this city. He modern- 
ized both paper plants and took as much interest in the 
manufacture of paper as in boiler making or the manufac- 
ture of oil machinery. In 1873 the late Mr. Levis and 
Mr. Callahan built the Levis mill, and in 1883 the latter 
bought the controlling interest in the Ohio Paper Com- 
pany at Miamisburg. When Col. D. E. Mead, president 
of the Cooper Insurance Company, died, Mr. Callahan 
succeeded him. Mr. Mead was at the head of the Mead 
Paper Company. M. V. 

White Mountain Paper Company. 

President Megeath, of the White Mountain Paper Com- 
pany, in the course of a general talk on the affairs of 
that company yesterday, said to a representative of THE 





PAPER TRADE JouRNAL: “Yes, it is true that we have 
been obliged to discontinue our brick construction work 
for the winter.

The United Box Board and Paper Company Issues a Com. 
plete List of Its Regular Goods and Specialties— 
Details of the List. 








The revised price list and catalogue of box boards and 
specialties manufactured by the United Box Board and 
Paper Company will probably reach the trade the latter 
part of this week. The new price list was made neces- 
sary by the advances which became effective January 7. 
At that time the company was about to issue a price list 
on its specialties, but because of the advance on its 
boards it was decided to defer the publication of the latter 
until the old list could be revised, and then bind the two 
together in one price list and catalogue. This is now 
ready to be sent out. The advances referred to made on 
January 7 were $2 on straw board and straw chip boards; 
$2.50 on mixed paper boards, wood boards and layers; 
$5 on news board, blue tint boards and combination 
boards. In addition to these advances the new price list 
and catalogue contains, among other things, some new 
matter that is worthy of attention. 

Under the heading of “Terms” a radical change is noted. 
It is as follows: 

“All accounts are due net after thirty days from date of 
shipment unless otherwise specially agreed.” The former 
rule was “Net ninety days from date of shipment.” Ad- 
ditional reservations are also included in the new list. 
No. 15 reads: “Quotations for carload lots are made sub- 
ject to the rules of the transportation companies govern- 
ing minimum quantities.” This reservation is made be- 
cause of the proposed new rule of the railroad companies, 
making 20 tons a minimum carload lot instead of 15 tons 
as heretofore. 

In regard to No. 2 news board the catalogue reads: 

“We offer a limited quantity only of No. 2 news board, 
and the quality and thickness of same are not expected to 
be uniform or in accord with a fixed standard. Prices 
named are for manufacturers’ choice of mills. Customers’ 
choice of mills two dollars ($2) per ton extra.” An ad- 
vance of $2.50 is noted in “AAAM™” patent coated white 
news board, white side good bender, with imitation ma- 
nila back non-bender—the new prices being $55 for car- 
loads and $58 for less than carload lots.

John Edward Webb and George Melville Pillsbury, of 
Rumford Falls, Me., have been granted patent No, 718,- 
406, covering an attachment for Fourdrinier machines. 

Fig. 1 is a view in side elevation of so much of a paper 
making machine as is necessary to render clear an under- 
standing of the present invention. Fig. 2 is a view in ver- 
tical longitudinal section through the save all and the wire 
or screen. Fig. 3 is a view in top plan of the save all. 
Fig. 4 is a view in transverse section, taken on the line 
44, Fig. 2. Fig. 5 is an enlarged detail view in section 
of the pulp saver, which constitutes one of the essential 
features of the present invention. Fig. 6 is a view in plan, 
showing the connection between the pulp saver and the 
suction pump and suction boxes. 1 designates the save all, 
of the usual or any preferred construction and located 
beneath the wire or screen 2; 3, a fan pump box; 4, a 
trough communicating therewith; 5, a pipe connecting 
the save all and the fan pump box, and 6 a pulp saver 
having its lower end disposed above the fan pump box. 

The water from the suction boxes 7, which contains a 
large quantity of filler—such as clay, agalite, coloring mat- 
ter, fibre and sizing materials or any other substance con- 
tained in the paper—is discharged through pipes 7 to the 
suction pump 7°, thence into the pulp saver 6 through a 
pipe 8, there being a trough 9 provided at the top of the 
pulp saver and having a foraminous or reticulated bottom, 
the function of which is to break the fall of the water, and 
thus to prevent it from stirring up the pulp, &c., at the 
bottom of the saver. This water and pulp is discharged 
from the saver through a valve controlled pipe 10 into the 
fan pump box 3, where it is mixed with the thick stock 
therein, and thus thins or dilutes it to the proper consist- 
ency before it passes to the screen and returns to the 
paper materials removed therefrom by the suction boxes. 
The pulp saver is herein shown as an inverted truncated 
cone shaped structure; but, if preferred, it may be hopper 
shaped and still be within the scope of the invention. The 
upper portion of the pulp saver has associated with it an 
overflow pipe II, and at ‘its bottom portion is a waste 
pipe 12, connecting with a sewer or other outlet and pro- 








vided with a valve 13, which operates normally to close 
exit through the pipe.

To obviate the employment of fresh water to keep down 
foam, the white water from the save all is forced in sprays 


transversely across the screen and the save all, as shown 
in Fig. 2, thereby keeping the bottom of the save all con- 
stantly cleansed of any pulp, &c., and causing such matter 
to escape through the pipe § back to the trough 4, the 
bottom of the save all being provided with a gutter 14 to 
insure proper collection and escape therefrom of the con- 
served materials. 

The mechanism for effecting spraying of the white 
water across the save all comprises a plurality of spray 
pipes 15, having downward extending branches 16, with 
which connect the upper ends of sections of hose 17, the 
lower ends of which are connected with valved branch 
pipes 18, carried by a feed pipe 19, with which is coupled 
a supply pipe 20, connecting with the lower portion of the 
casing of a fan pump 20%, with the upper portion of 
which the latter connects a branch pipe 21, leading to 
the trough 4. In addition to the supply pipes just de- 
scribed there is a similar pipe 22, disposed back of -the 
slashboard 23, which pipe connects by a section of hose 
24 with a valved pipe 25 on the feed pipe 19, the last 
named spray pipe operating to prevent foaming and also 
to assist in the removal of any pulp and the like that may 
adhere to the bottom of the save all, which bottom, as 
shown in Fig. 4, is transversely and longitudinally in- 
clined in order to insure that pulp and the like will all be 
directed to the pipe 5. The fan pump 20* is provided 
for the purpose of drawing the white water out of the 
trough 4 and returning it to the save all through the pipes 
20 19 and hose sections 17. 

The device is said to give excellent results, and it is 
reported that it effects a saving in color and sizing, and 
enables one to retain 90 per cent. of the filler used.

PAPER.—If there has been any change in the paper 


market within the past week, it is one of increased strength, 
due to the many drawbacks caused by the short supply of 
coal. As has been said before, there is also considerable 
disturbance in the market because of the delay and uncer- 
tainty of delivery. All grades of paper are, therefore, very 
firm, indeed. Some manufacturers claim that they have 
this week insisted on getting at least one-quarter of a cent 
more for their paper than they sold it for last week. For 
instance, one Book paper manufacturer called on a num- 
ber of his large customers this week and notified them 
that hereafter the grade of Super that he has been letting 
them have at 33%c. would be 4c. until there was a 
let up in the coal famine. Other manufacturers have 
written their trade that on all new business they would 
have to ask advances. As they are all paying double price 
for their coal some advance over the old figures is, no 
doubt, warranted. From the foregoing, therefore, it can 
be seen that the whole interest of the trade is centred 
in the coal situation. From many quarters come reports 
of mills whose production has been cut down owing to 
the shortage in the supply of coal. It is also reported that 
a few mills are shut down for want of coal. As a result 
of the bad state of affairs at the mills the jobbing trade 
disturbed. In addition to the anxiety over 
deliveries, the jobbers are experiencing a demand that is 
better than the average for January.

Buffalo Paper Houses Charge for Cutting. 
[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.) 

Burrao, N. Y., January 19, 1903.—There is great grum- 
bling among thé small job printers over the action of the 
paper dealers in town in charging for the cutting of paper. 
The small printers are talking of organizing and sending 
out of town for their paper. 

The cause of all the trouble is the following which has 
been sent out to the job printers: 

“To the Trade—We, the undersigned, have mutually 
agreed between ourselves to make a charge for cutting all 
papers or boards of any nature whatever, same to be 60 
cents per hour for each machine, 30 cents per half hour, 
15'cents per quarter hour or fraction thereof. We also 
have mutually agreed to charge 1 per cent. per pound ex- 
tra on all broken packages, less than one ream, of flat pa- 
pers, other than Crane’s Japanese Linen, Treasury and 
Crane’s Bonds, Brown’s and Weston’s Ledgers and Crane 
Brothers’ All Linen Flats. This agreement to take effect 
January I, 1903. “Tue Courter CoMPANY,

“Arttinc & Cory.” 

This proposition, the small job printers say, will prac- 
tically drive them out of business. They say that at the 
present time the competition in job printing is so keen 
that there isn’t a living in the business, and that this addi- 
tional hardship will make them close up shop. They claim 
it is part of a plan on the part of Big job printing con- 
cerns to force the small competitors to the wall. 

Under the system that was in vogue prior to the issuance 
of the circular, a small printer could have 1,000 bilfheads or 
letterheads or circulars cut any size that his customer de- 
manded without being compelled to pay any extra charge 
for the cutting of the paper. 

“We have decided to call a meeting’ of all the job print- 
ers in the city,” said a well known job printer on the 
East Side last night. “We will try to show the paper deal- 
ers of this city that they are not the only paper dealers. 
We will try to arrange with some out of town concerns to 
supply us with paper that is already cut. There is a small 
enough margin in job printing now, the Lord knows. Most 
of the small printgérs can’t afford to buy a paper cutter.”
